Findlay, Ohio, Oct 19.—By the ver- 


dict of a jury the Standard OH com- 
pany of Ohio is guilty of conspiracy 
against trade in violation ol the Val- 
entine anti-trust law of Ohio. 


The penalty is a fine of ?50 to $5,- 


000, which may be repeated for each 
day of the offense, or imprisonment of 
from six to twelve months. 


The Standard Oil company, of Ohio, 


has given notice that it will file a mo- 
tion for a new trial. Under the prac- 
tice of the court the defendant has 
three days to put this motion In form. 


The next, step will be for the court 


to impose the penalty. 


The defense win then take their 


bill of exceptions to such rulings of 
Judge Banker as they have objected 
to, to the circuit court of state. 
The 


appeal from this court is to the su- 
preme court of the stat. 
In which 


tribunal tJbere is no doubt the issue 
will ultimately bo decided. 


New Method of Procedure. 


To the state the suit, the verdict 


and the ultimate appeal is important, 
particularly because it initiates an 
entirely new method of proceeding 
against, alleged trade monopolies—that 
is by information and affidavit instead 
of by grand jury indictment. 


The verdict was rendered at 4:35 


o'clock 
this 
morning and resulted 


from a continuous deliberation hy the 
jury during 
Ihirty-two 
consecutive 


hours. Tho trial occupied seven days 
preceding the deliberation. 
••• • 


When the caso went to the jury at 


8:30 o'clock Wednesday night, 
the 


first ballot of tho Jurors stood nine 
for conviction and three for acquit- 
tal. 


As the result, of continuous deliber- 


ations to 4 o'clock Thursday morning, 
one of the three for acquittal joined 
the majority. 


Remaining Two Go Over. 


At 7 o'clock Thursday night ono of 


the two remaining for acquittal went 
oyer to the other side and at 4 o'clock 
this morning the last of tho three 
gave his assent to tho verdict of 
"guilty." 


The verdict, was rendered at 4:35 


o'clock this morning, the jury having 
announced its readiness to report ex- 
actly at 4 o'clock. The court and at- 
torneys arrived in a half hour when 
the verdict was rendered. When tho 
jury came in and had taken its place 
in the jury box Judge Banker said: 


"Gentlemen, have you agreed upon 


a verdict?" 


"Tour honor, we have," responded 


Foreman Balles. 


"What is that verdict?" 
To this the 
foreman sent to th« 


court a typewritten form, which had 
been filled out and, the court read it 


"We, the jury In this case,, find the 


defendant guilty In the manner and 
form as the defendant stands charged 
on the Information. 


(Signed) 
"A. L. Balles, 


"Foreman." 


Not a Spectator in Court. 


There was not a spectator in the 


court room aside from Attorney Troun 
for the defendant, and Prosecuting At- 
torney David and several newspaper 
men and no demonstration resulted 
from reading the verdict. 


"Do you want 
the 
jury polled?" 


queried the court of Troup. 


"That, is not necessary," was the 


answer. 


The court then addressing the jury, 
said: 


"Gentlemen, you deserve 
all tha 


credit and thanks which are due you 
for your patience and close attention 
to this case and I want, to thank you 
and in that word I ^express all there 
Is in it. and all I can express. You 
may now be discharged and go to your 
homes." 


As the jury was leaving the room 


Mr. Troup stepped up to the court 
and said he wished to make the mo- 
tion for a new trial of the case. Judge 
Banker assured him that all such mo- 
tions would be entertained as a mat- 
ter of course. Tho court at once ad- 
journed and five minutes after • the 
verdict, had been rendered the build- 
ing was dark and deserted. 


A Touch of the Dramatic. 


A touch of the dramatic marked ths 


two closing hours of the jury's dellb- 


seratlon. Hymns were sung during all 
,:;but ten minutes of this time.- This 


ten minutes came at the end and was 
occupied by the remaining juror, who 
had stood out, In explaining his posi- 
tion and surrender to the majority. 


There was not the slightest levity 


about this hymnal service. The jur- 
ors had then been many hours with- 
out sleep. The songs, which were 
started shortly after 2 o'clock in the. 
morning by about three voices, echoed 
at. first feebly through th,e spacious 
county court house. As one familiar 
hymn after another was sung, it was 
evident that a spirit of fratornalism 
was gaining headway in tho small 
chamber In which the twelved men 
were locked up. 


No Tone of Irreverence. 


The number of voices increased; th« 


hymns gained 
in volume and en- 


thusiasm. 
Then 
"Home, 
Sweet 


Home" was sung, the national anthem 
followed, then more hymns. Laughter 
was heard between the limited pauses. 
It bore no tone of derision, but of 
cordiality. A few minutes later came 
the announcement that the jury had 
reached 
an 
agreement and Judge 


Banker was hastily summoned. 


After the 
verdict 
had been read. 


Attorney Troup stepped up to the bar 
of the court as the Jury was leaving 
the box and said he wished to make 
the motion for a new trial in the case 
He was assured by the court that, the 
motion would be entertained, where- 
upon he returned to his hotel. 
The 


court at once adjourned.

Crisis in Race Situation is 


T)UP in South. 


Chicago. Oct. 19.—Announcement of 


a carefully planned campaign to se- 
cure tho repeal of the fifteenth amend- 
ment o£ the constitution of the United 
States, that which gives the negro 
equality with the white man as a citi- 
zen was made by Gov. Vardaman, of 
Mississippi, who was in Chicago yes- 
terday attending the railway surgeons 
convention. Gov. Vardaman, who is 
seeking election to the United States 
senate, declared that If he won a mem- 
bership In tho upper house of congress 
he would make his fight, on the floor 
of that, body, believing that he had the 
support of the entire south. 


He insisted that a crisis in the re- 


lations of the races In the southern 
states was at hand and that the prob- 
lem of white supremacy or black dom- 
ination should bo settled at once. 


"I favor unqualifiedly and without 


reserve the abrogation of the 15th 
amendment of tho constitution" said 
Gov. 
Vardaman, "and it is my hope 


through tho United States senate to 
demonstrate to the nation that there 
Is only one practical way of settling 
this matter 
and that 
is by plainly 


showing tho negro his proper place in 
our system of government. The race 
question must be settled and that very 
Boon. It cannot be disposed of, how- 
ever, until the nation as a whole has 
been convinced that there is a dis- 
tinction between the white and the 
black. 


"The laws now specifically recog- 


nize the difference between the white 
man and the Indian, the Chinaman, 
the Esquimo or the Malay. There Is 
just as wide a gap between the white 
man and the negro. 


"If I get to the senate there will be 


an opportunity to speak to the entire 
nation. The north will know what the 
south already knows, that the climax 
of the situation is at, hand. It, will be 
appreciated that Thomas Jefferson 
was not speaking of the negro when 
he said that all men were created free 
and equal. He knew then that the 
negro was mere chattel."

For Putting Out Family Cat, Using 


Own Blankets anA Making Bed 


He Receives Judgment. 


Logansport, Ind., Oct. 19.—That tho 


lodger who uses his own blankets, 
runs errands for his landlady, and 
makes his own bed is entitled to com- 
pensation offsetting a portion of his 
room rent was eatc.bllshed in Justice 
Reed's court yesterday when T.. M. 
Keyes was given judgment for $81 to 
offset a demand made by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Wild, his landlady, for J125. The 
fact that Keyes had attended to put- 
ting out the family cat ai, night and 
saw that the doors were locked and 
the clocks wound helped his case. 


The court allowed him ] 0 cents each 


for 300 errands, 10 cents tor each time 
he made-his own bed on 166 mornings 
when the landlady was otherwise en- 
gaged, and admitted the fairness of 
his charge of 7 cents as nightly rental 
for the blankets he owned and which 
he used on his own couch. 


The court further held that Mrs. 


Wild's charge of 50 cents for welding 
a patch on Keyes' trousers was valid, 
inasmuch as Keyes, during a period 
that otherwise must, have been spent 
in solitude, availed himself of the Sun- 
day trousers of Mr. Wild. The wear 
and tear on the trousers of the land- 
lady's husband was adjudged to offset 
the charge made for the patch on 
Keyes' own garments. 


Keyes claimed that he staid in bed 


and did not wear the landlord's trous- 
ers, but failed to prove this fact.

perhaps never will be known. After 
adjournment of the meeting the mayor, 
who was hurrying away to attend a 
wedding breakfast, said: 


"The advisory board is dissolved. 


There will be no more meetings. 
We 


have parted on the best of terms." 


This was the only explanation the 


mayor would make.. None of the mem- 
bers of the advisory board would com- 
ment in any manner upon the dissolu- 
tion by the mayor of their body. All 
referred questioners to the mayor.

Natives-Camp of American 


Soldiers Devastated 


FEAR IMMENSE LOSS OE LIFE IN INTERIOR 


Three Saloons and Grocery Burglar- 


ized In Indiana Village. 


Roachdale, Ind., Dot. 19.—Robbers 


broke Inlo three saloons and a grocery 
here last night. Entrance Into all the 
stores was gained by breaking locks 
from doors. 
At Charles Mclntyre's 


grocery they got away with about. $6 
in money and a quantity of food. Aft- 


New York, Oct. 19.—The Evening 


Telegram prints a dispatch from Ha- 
vana reporting more than one hundred 
persons dead from the cyclone there. 
The cruiser BrookljTi was torn from 
her moorings and thrown on the shore. 


The Evening Telegram's Havana 


dispatch is as follows: 


"Over one hundred are dead today 


from the worst cyclone which has ever 
visited this city. The whole American 
fleet was menaced and the cruiser 
Brooklyn torn from her moorings and 
thrown on the shore. 


"Ninety-four of the fatalities are con- 


fined to natives, while sixteen foreign 
residents are reported killed. 


Tents of Troops Blown to Atoms. 
"More than 1,000 tents In camp Co- 


lumbia have been blown to 
atoms, 


houses unroofed and one trooper prob- 
ably fatally hurt. 


"Fortunately the storm gave every- 


body about half an hour's warning and 
when the blast arrived the marines on 
shore had sought shelter in the war- 
ships. All but the Brooklyn rode out 
the storm. These ships included the 
Minneapolis, Texas, 
Denver 
and 


Prairie. 
"When the tempest reached 
Its 


height, buildings were shaken as with 
an earthquake, street cars 
were 


washed from their tracks, windows 
were blown in like paper and roofs and 
doors swept away. 
"Several of tho smaller frame houses 


were blown from their foundations and 
wrecked. These were situated in the 
poorer district and were the cause of 
so many deaths among the natives. 
Fear Great Loss of Life in Interior. 
"It is feared that, great loss of life 


occurred in the interior, especially in 
PInar Del Rio and on the island at 
Artemesla. 


"The wind Is estimated to have been 


blowing at the rate of eighty miles 
an hour. 


"The greatest money loss will come 


from the damage done to shipping. 
Great waves engulfed about thirty-five 
lighters at anchor In the harbor and 
they 
were smashed 
against 
the 


wharves.

St. Louis. 


METHOD IS AUTOMATIC 


Nominating Committee Report AVas 


Adopted—New York Man is 


Mndc President. 


St. Louis, Mo., QcL 19.—The Ameri- 


can bankers' association today re- 
ceived the plan of Its committee for 
an asset credit currency. The report 
is elaborate and goes minutely Into 
detail for ^uch a scheme of a credit 
currency. The nominating committee 
reported the list of nominations, which 
was adopted by the convention. G. S. 
Whitson, of the National City bank, of 
New York, was elected president 


In anticipation of. a session that 


would be characterized by heated and 
possibly acrimonious discussions, the 
full convention delegation was present 
and many of the delegates were ac- 
companied by their 
wives. 
During 


the preceding days comparatively few 
women, have appeared at the conven- 
tion, owing to the replete program of 
the entertainment committee occupy- 
ing all their time and attention. 


President John L. Hamilton was 


temporarily absent when the hour to 
assemble had arrived and former Pres- 
ident Logan C. Murray, president of 
the American National bant Louis- 
ville, called the convention fo order. 
The convention was addressed by 
Mrs. V. F. Church, cashier of the bank 
of Joplin,, Mo., on the topic "A Wo- 
man's Qualifications as a Bank Of 
ficlal." 


Plan for Credit Currency. 


The plan for a credit or clearanca 


currency proposed by the bankers leg- 
islative committee is as follows: 


First, that a currency commission of 


seven members be appointed by the 
president and confirmed by the sen- 
ate, 
this commission to be non parti- 


san. The comptroller of the curren- 
cy to be a member of the commission 
and the first six members to be ap- 
pointed, two for four years, two for 
eiht years and two for 12 years and 
for 12 years therafter said members 
not'eligible for reappointment. 


Second, that credit or clearance cur- 


rency may be issued by any national 
bank or a majority of the national 
banks of any city upon application to 
the commission in any amount not to 
exceed fifty per cent of the bond se 
cured circulation- outstanding. 


To Be Determined by Commission. 
Third, that the necessity for a credit 


or clearance currency and the maxi 
mum time that it may remain out- 
standing shall be determined by tha 
commission and the laws now applic- 
able to the redemption of bond secured 
notes shall apply to these notes In a 
like manner, except as to the amount 
that, may be redeemed in any calendar 
month. 


Fourth, that the banks issuing credit 


or clearing currency must pay a tax 


during the time fixed by the commis- 
sion for Its redemption at not less than 
three per cent per annum. The fail- 
ure of the bank ,to deposit with the 
treasury or depositories designed hy 
the commission, tho amount necessary 
to retire within the required time, th« 
tax on the credit, or clearance circu- 
lation outstanding shall lie Increnxor! 
at the rate, of 1 per cent per annum 
for each additional week that 
tho 


bank falls to make the necessary rtu- 
posit for Its redemption, no fraction, 
of a week to bo considered in compu- 
tation. 


Provides for Circulation Fund. 


Fifth, the tax on tho clearance cir- 


culation, after deducting the expenses * 
of the commission and the manage- 
ment of this department, shall bo de- 
posited at the treasury of the United 
States as a fund knbwn as bank cred- 
it note circulation fund,'until this fund 
equals five per cent, of the bond secured 
national bank circulation outstanding. 
All profits In excess of this amount 
after maintaining this fund shall be In- 
vested by the secretary of the treasury 
in gold at the end of each fiscal year 
to be held in the treasury as the basis 
for an issue of gold certificates which 
shall be used in the retirement of the 
uncovered treasury notes. "The bank 
credit note circulation fund," to be 
used for the immediate redemption ol 
credit or clearance currency notes out- 
standing of any failed bank, pending 
realization on the securities deposited 
and to cover any losses that might oc- 
cur in realizing on such securities. 


Sixth, before any bank can issue 


credit or clearance currency it must 
deposit with the treasury department 
or depositaries to be designated by the 
commission, approved securities 
of 


the bank passed upon by the comptrol- 
ler of currency's department, to an 
amount of at least ten per cent in ex- 
cess of tha circulation to be issued. 


For Retirement of Currency. 


Seventh, the creditor clearance cur- 


rency shall be retired gradually at 
euch times and such amounts as shall 
be directed by the commission by do- 
positing funds with the treasury de- 
partment or such depositaries as tbu 
commission may direct." 


Eighth, tho credit or clearance cur- 


rency notes to be printed and an 
amount to be kept ready for emerg- 
ency distribution by the government, 
equal in amount to 25 per cent of the 
bond secured bark circulation out- 
standing. Said wrtes to be acceptable- 
'a the payment of all obligations, tho 
same as bond secured bank circulation 
and redeemable at any sub-' reasury or 
designated depository. 


Ninth, these notes shall be issued In 


denominations of $5, $1.0, $20, $50 and 
$10(i as desired and the expense cf 
printing and engraving to be paid hy 
the banks taking them out. 


Tenth, there shall be nothing on the 


r.oies designating the name • or 
'l.o 


niiuiber of the bank issuing them, bu* 
?r-ty shall be numbered and registered 
by the treasury department and t;>« 
commission so trat they may be iol» 
to know at all times the amount of 
sari" notes any bank has outstanding.

distributed to retailers and consumers 
throughout the city. 


It Is estimated that about eighty per cent 


of the food products brought Into Paris 
pass through the "halles," the remainder— 
fruits, vegetables, &o.—arc brought by the 
greengrocers and small market men, who 
have their own gardens and other sources 
of supply In the country and bring In such 
products in their own • carts, which pass 
the gates during the night and early morn- 
luff.

Hog cholera is an infectious or a 


germ disease. By this we mean the 
entrance into the system of living 
germs, which, having gained entrance, 
multiply and cuuse the disease, or 
death o'f the animal so Infected. 


Germs are living organisms, 
and 


may be sold to be the earliest stage 
of existence of a living subject, and 
are often so small as to be hardly dis- 
tinguishable through the most power- 
ful microscope, the largest being less 
than one one-thousandth part of an 
inch. The smallest does not meas- 
ure a fraction of. that.

They can exist independently of a 


living host obtaining their supply of 
nutriment from the surface, absorption 
of soluble substance, or they Hyeon 
some other organism from which they 
derive their nourishment 
for their 


whole or part of their existence. The 
former are vegetable germs, and the 
latter parasites.

NEWS OF THE CROPS

CONCRETE FENCE POSTS 


Rapidly Taking the Place of Wood on 


the Farm. 


"'The rapidly decreasing supply of 
wood for fence posts is bringing ce- 
ment into use more generally. Prop- 
erly speaking, the best posts are made 
of re-lnforccd concrete, that Is, coa 
creto strengthened with iron or steel. 


It. is claimed by some experts that a 


rc-inforced concrete post can be put 
into the ground as cheaply as a wood- 
en post, but this all depends on the lo- 
cality and the relative value of wood. 


A concrete post will laat Indefinite 


ly, and as a wooden post must often be 
replaced, there is no doubt that tho 
rioncrete post is cheaper in the long 
jiin. It is riot possible to make a. con 
ere'te post ;as strong as a wooden pos 
of the same size, but since wooden 
posts are usually many times stronge"

part1 Vlrly for tKe'small farmer. The

o $2 per bushel. By growing a vari- 
ty like Mammoth Yellow on soli thut 
as been well prepared and fertilized 
. yield of 30 to 40 bushels to tho acre 
hould be secured, and as the soy bean 
s a legume. It will improve the soil. 
Soy beans should be inoculated before 
Wanting on a field where they have 
lot been previously grown. 


When the ground has been well mol- 


owed nnd tho crop Is wanted for pas- 
ure In tho green form, or for hay or 
manure. It "may be 
broadcasted or 


jlantod In rows. 
When wanted mainly for the grain, 


the seed is put In rows with tho grain 
drill more commonly, but sometimes 
with the corn planter or ordinary bean 
planter. 
In growing the smn.ll varieties, the 


rows may be as near as 24 Inches. The 
largest varieties call for a distance 
between the rows of not less than 3 
feet. 
The plants in tho

growing thickly, as tho habit of growth 
is upright.

This wheat was all sown in 
the lust ten days of September.

bushels per acre for us last year, which 
was all sold fot- seed.

POOR MARKETING, IS BAD. 


Poor poultry products aro seldom 


marketed with profit. It costs just as 
much to express a certain number of 
stale eggs as It docs fresh ones. The 
charges are just as great on a barrel 
of inferior fowls as on the quality that 
will take the top of the market. Many 
of the other expenses of transport are 
the same for poor as for good quality. 
This fact must not he lost sight of in 
the conduct of poultry raising opera- 
tions. 


The quantity of first class products 


on the market is now greater than 
ever before, and the people that want 
only good poultry and eggs are hav- 
ing less trouble than ever before to 
get them. 
The immediate result is that the 


poor stuff sells at a still lower price in 
the market, and Us tendency is down- 
•ward. 
The shippers of inferior pro- 


! ducts frequently 
complain that the 


1 money received for 
their 
consign- 


ments is not enough to pay cost of pro- 
ducing and selling, to say nothing of 
orofits. This corrlition is likely to be 
intensified as skill in poultry culture 
increases. 


Corn boiled when in the milk makes 


fine feed for chickens. 
Separate the millets from., the cock 


erols as soon as the breeding season 
is over. 
Many promising pr.llets have been 


ruined by' allowing heavy males to 
run them constantly. 


Give the hens plenty of exercise all 


Hie year round. 
In feeding grain In 


litter, or straw, it should be cut up 
short. 
Many people believe that a mongrel 


will <!o better on the farm than a pure 


chickens and eggs to sell every month 
in the year. With'good brooders and 
common sense' methods there Is no 
reason why young chicks should not 
be hatched in the fall as well as In 
the spring.

If you are thinking of engaging in 


the poultry business, buy nothing but 
pure bred stock, even if you can only 
afford to have a cock and three hens. 


Raise your own feed whenever pos-
